The “easier” routes generally include roads with lower traffic volumes, a 
wider shoulder, and flatter terrain. “Intermediate” routes may 

have higher traffic volumes, some areas with narrower shoulders and more 
challenging hills. The “advanced” routes are more suitable for experienced 
cyclists. These routes may have steeper hills, higher traffic volumes, and 
places with narrower or no shoulders. The off-road bike paths are 
considered suitable for all levels, and noted as such on the map.
